New Food 
Czar Faces 
Great Test 


Flying 
Fortresses 
Strike

SAN DIEGO, Cal.—Aa though 
problems of housing civilians are 
not trouble enough, communities 
throughout the war training camp 
area of the west coast today are 
confronted with a serious new dif­ 
ficulty—providing shelter for thou­ 
sands of servicemen who descend 
on them every Saturday night. 
Not uncommon are appalling 
scenes of hundreds of soldiers, sail- 
on. and marines herded into Y. M. 
C. A. and hotel lobbies, reading 
rooms, and mezzanines, sprawled 
on floors, wlndow’sills, and even on 
tables after all the “choice” loca­ 
tions, on chairs and couches, are 
taker,. 
Other hundreds jack-knife them­ 
selves into seats of ail-night the­ 
aters. Those who can find no place 
to rest simply roam downtown 
streets all night. 
In San Diego alone, where 30,000 
servicemen converge on week-end 
liberty, approximately 5,000 are 
unable to find proper sleeping 
accommodation e v e r y Shtifrday 
night, civic officials estimate. 


Mar Workers, Too 
Ail hotel rooms are taken by res­ 
ervation 
before 
week’s end 
in 
southern California cities bulging 
from an Influx of war workers, as 
well as men In uniform. 
At the San Diego Army-Navy 
Y. M. G A., largest institution of 
its kind in the United States— 
whose services more than 21,000 
men have used daily at peak pe­ 
riods—a daytime recreation room 
has been converted into a huge 
dormitory containing 200 cots. 
In 
another part of the building, a 
gymnasium 
accommodates 
125 
more cots. 
There are 400 rooms 
containing regular beds. 
But these only begin to satisfy 
the tremendous requirements. 
By 
midnight, tired servicemen begin 
bedding themselves down on the 
floors of th# reading room and the 
lobby, with newspapers for a mat­ 
tress. and nothing for a pillow. At 
about 2 a. rn.. Night Secretary A. 
J. Case beer dims the lights and as 
many as 300 men have taken every 
available inch of space. 
Some are in various stages of 
undress. A marine has a shirt off,

a sailor has removed his shoes and 
socks. 
In the close quarters, a 
man's bare feet are likely to brush 
the cheeks of a fellow sleeper.

"Some even sleep standing up 
against doors of our offices,” com­ 
ments Executive Secretary Paul 
W. Browm. 
The night manager of a down­ 
town San Diego hotel where serv­ 
icemen are invited to use the 
swanky lobby and mezzanine fur­ 
niture, as well as the floors, after 


“They don't stagger In here 
drunk, as is the common impres­ 
sion,” he declared.

Civilians who believe it “serve* 
•em right” for not returning to 
camp, where their own bunks await 
them, simply do not understand the 
psychology of a serviceman on 
leave, according to Caaebeer. 
“Once they’re away from the 
discipline they’ve been living under 
for days, weeks or months, they 
want to enjoy every minute of 
their week-end liberty, 
he said. 
"And they’d rather suffer the tem­ 
porary Inconvenience of sleeping 
on the floor Saturday night than 
return to the places that inhibit 
them."

YESTERDAY we discussed the 
findings of a recent report on the 
blood pressure in a large group of 
people over the age of 40. For the 
first time in published literature, 
as far as I know, there was ob­ 
tained a view of the incidence of

high blood pressure. 
In other 
words, how many people in a defi­ 
nite age group had an abnormally 
high blood pressure. The number 
was found to be high. Even at the 
comparatively youthful age of 40 
about one-third of the persons ex­ 
amined had a blood pressure of 150 
or more systolic, which is consid­ 
ered the upper limit. 
Another investigation has come 
to hand which shows that in a 
group of adolescent boys and girls 
from 14 to 19 quite a large group 
show blood pressures of IO per 
cent over normal and it was found 
that these come from high blood 
pressure families. 


A Physiological Phenomenon 
But other conclusions of this in­ 
vestigation are of value to anyone 
who wonders too much about his 
blood pressure. It was found that 
the blood pressure varied greatly 
and the report says: “Many of the 
elevated readings were due to ex­ 
citement. This was quite appar­ 
ent by the second observation 
when only a small number of the 
entire series continued to have ele­ 
vated blood pressures.’* 
This indicates two important 
lessons for anyone who gets too 
worried about his blood pressure. 
In the first place the blood pres­ 
sure is a physiological phenome­ 
non. It is not stationary; it varies 
with activity, excitement, emo­ 
tions of all kinds and the use of 
the various drugs which civilized 
people habitually use — tobacco, 
alcohol, coffee, tea, and so forth. 
The blood pressure is merely an 
adjustment made by the heart and 
the blood vessels to the needs of 
the body for blood.

blood pressure is, it should ba 
taken two or three times so that 
the element of nervousness is en­ 
tirely eliminated. 
It is interesting to note in this 
report on the blood pressure of 
adolescents that those who had a 
high blood pressure came from 
families in which there was a his­ 
tory of high blood pressure. 


Surveys Disagree 
This seems to be contradicted by 
another study which I have seen in 
a medical journal in which the 
family history of 4,000 applicant* 
for life insurance was examined 
and it was found that the incidence 
of family blood pressure discase 
was only slightly greater among 
thofce who had a high pressure 
than among those who had a nor­ 
mal pressure. This contradicts the 
findings of the first report men­ 
tioned. 
My opinion would be that a life 
insurance examination was a poor 
one to analyze in order to deter­ 
mine hereditary influences. I have 
made a good many life insurance 
examinations and I very seldom 
found anyone who knew very much 
about his family and especially 
about the diseases that the father 
and mother, brothers and sisters, 
or grandparents had during life. 
Most of the time they have a very 
vague idea about what the exact 
discase was and if you wish to get 
statistical data about the heredi­ 
tary nature of high blood pressure 
you should be very sure that the 
individuals know about their fam ­ 
ily history. My experience has 
been that when real information 
was available, there is no question 
about the relationship between 
high blood pressure and heredity. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


E. IL: What brings on nephritis 
and is there any cure for it? 
Answer: There are many kinds 
of nephritis. The common cause 
is the slowly progressive change 
in the small blood vessels of the 
kidney which was once called 
“Bright’s disease." The cause of 
many kinds is the aging process 
and you can make up your own 
mind if there is any cure for that.
